In that slice of mouldy bread. Toast 
- it, and you have dead VOOR Une 
worse."’ 
She may have been right. I may err 
in advising my fellow-housemothers to 
keep bread from moulding, if possible, 


and to throw it to pigs and chickens 
when the iro forests appear 


upon it, I counsel the’ same, -ant - 
strengly, with regard, to musty loaves, 
I am yet more positive in the convic- 
ticn that musty. flour. and souring In- 
dian meal are unsafe as food for human 
creatures. Left to their own destruc- 
tion as foods, the flour will develop 
weevils and the meal mealworms -in 
due time. The germs of both must have 


sure d goodly supply of. rich roast-beef 
gravy, pour two cupfuls of boiling wa- 
ler, sughtly salted, over the beef when 
‘it goes into the pan.

Labor Saving Machines. 
Farming in Australia is notable be- 


cause of the very large part played by 


machinery. The Australian sheep 
farmer now shears his flock by ma- 
chinery, and to an increasing extent 


‘milks his cows by. machinery. while | 
with the “harvester” he drives through | 


his crop of wheat and gathers the 
heads. and threshes and winnows and 
bags the grain at a single operation as 
his team travels. All of these ma- 
chines are local itriventions, and doubt-. 
less. come from. the difficulty in ob- 
taining an adequate supply of rural 
labor. Perhans the ‘most interesting 
of the three is the milking machine. 
This contrivance works partly by 
pressure and nartly by suction. One 
man can look after four cows which 
are being milked simultaneously. For 
some time leading dairymen were pre- 
judiced against the machine because 
they feared it might injure the udders 


of valuable herds. This fear, however, | 


is. rapidly disappearing, and to-day 
many of the most prominent dairy 
farmers have the milking machine in 
use. One dairv farmer in New South 
Wales is milking a herd of. 200 cows 
by:machinery. The work is done by; 
four men, and the work is disposed:
